And the vanishing textbooks are not being 
replaced by othor attractive published 
materials— slides, tapes and so on — thut 
might help to get noa-booldsh children 
going on secondary subjects. They are often 
not even making way for more interesting 
collections of books. 

When survey after survey has shown the 
sharp fall-off in children’s reading when 
they go to secondary schools, there is nn 
urgent need to investigate those trends. It 
is nor surprising that secondary pupils arc 
not disposed to uso books if the first books 
they can call their own come to them in die 


— especially for children who do nor get 
much stimulus from their homes. But if 
the present trends are allowed to continuo. 
there Is a serious danger of a permanent re- 
duction both in the number of books avail- 
able in schools and libraries, and in tho 
number of citizens able to use ihcra.

Jane insists on washing 
brown bread because, according to 
her logic, it is dirty : she has been 
taught to wash her hands when 
they are chat colour, so the bread 
must be washed.

County takes on Mrs Williams 


North Yorkshire County Council 
has Started legal proceedings 
against Mrs Shirley Williams, the 
Education Secretary, over the re- 
organization of two schools. 

The council wauls both schools, 
Ripon Grammar and Rlpon Secon- 
dary, to become comprehenslves. 
But Mrs Williams has said that only 
dna school should remain open. Sim 
has asked the council to submit 
revised plans. ■ . 

High Court judges are to be 
asked to decide if Mrs Williams can 
stop two comprehenslves from open- 
ing. The council is seeking a 
declaration that she is acting out- 
side her legal powers. 

Last Januaiw Mrs Williams asked 
the council for proposals to end 
selection at 11. In July the council 
decided that the two Ripon school* 
should become 11-18 comprehen- 
sires with a joint sixth form. 


Mrs Williams told diem the plan 
wus unsatisfactory because both 
schools would remain in existence. 
This was wasteful and would create 
unnecessary difficulties In tno 
allocation of children. She asked 
for a new plan. But rhe couuc, I’s 
school's subcommittee decided to 
take legal advice. Queen's Counsel 
expressed rite opinion that Mrs 
Williams was, outside her powers. 

- ■ Because rhe county did not want 
to “jeopardize unnecessarily the 
good relations” between it and rhe 
Department of Education, says a 
statement from the authority, it 
was resolved rhat a deputation 
should bo sent to explain to Mrs 
Williams ,wlty both, schools should 
remain.

Mixed ability teaching in cniiiiu't'- 
I tensive*, can help t» fight vandal- 
ism and reduce trunney, sav.s Mr 
John Tomlinson, Cheshire's director 
of education.

Lust year schools spent less on hooks (in real 
terms) than they did five years ago (see graph). 
Five years ago, teachers were in the vanguard of 
a big campaign to increase spending. Now, in I lie 
cold climate of cats and falling pupil numbers, 
jobs seem more important. 

The nnw-deceased Association of Education 
Committees and the National ljook League used 
to ser “good" and “reasonable" spending levels 
on library and textbooks. If you convert the last 
AEC/NilL recommendations (in 1975) to today’s 
prices, a ''good" level of spending per head on 
books would be £4.37 for children up to nine, 
£4.97 for nine to 11s, £G.96 for 11-1 3s and £9.94 
for over-IGs. 

Tile latest DES figures for 1976-77 show that 
average per capita spending on books was £3.3# 
for primary schools and £5.7G for secondaries. 
This average masks huge variations between 
authorities. In some, total capitation is not much 
above the AEC/NBL recommendation for books 
alone. 

Many teachers argue- that books arc simply 
part of a seamless robe of “ learning resources ". 
They believe that books should fight for then- 
corner, not be given preferential treatment. 

Tt has been quite a fight. The main enemy has, 
of course, been expenditure cuts. But teachers’ 
choices of how to carve up the education budget, 
Rttd changing teaching methods have made fur- 
ther inroads into the money available for books. 

The Bullock report, which might have beep 
expected to spearhead a counter attack in (he 
name of higher standards of literacy, was in fact 
markedly ineffective. The report showed up 
glaring def Sciences in the supply and deploy- 
ment of books at both primary and secondary 
level. The committee’s clearest recommendation 
was that the DES should rapidly convene u work- 
ing party with the local authority associations 
to look at capitation levels, and bring the worst 
authorities up to a reasonable level. 

Nothing happened. The last thing local 
authority associations wanted, just after re- 
organization, was a government depart men L 
telling them how to spend their money. And the 
DES was prevented by the Government from 
starting anything rhqt might result in culls for 
Increased public spending. 

So, in several authorities, resources for honks 
have been hit both directly, by schools spending 
less, and indirectly, through tuts in library mid 
school library services. 

Tabie 2 (below), taken from un unpublished 
DES survey of library services in .six homo 
counties, shows the huge variation between those 
authorities in the years of .spending rest minis.

And there is one particularly disturbing trend. 
In many areas, there have been tales of parents 
moving in to fill the rapitation gaps, either by 
buying rexrhooks for their own children, or rais- 
ing money as a group to buy textbooks for new 
courses. Su parents' in .-ome is beginning in 
affect not just desii.d-lc extras like swimming 
P"ols and lit ini buses, but basic educuliomil need*.

for tins purpose.

Sir, — Iri'it' Midui liter, pleading for 
the relemion nf miuiI) village 
sellouts (October 7). tu unturned two 
rcusoas for lIic rinsing down of 
such schools : first, that they were 
uneconomic ; second, that they 
were educationally unsound. 

1 am not _ competent 10 evaluate 
his suggestions for making such 
schools economically viable, bin the 
school we arc running here, in a 
re mole corner of South India, 
enables me to say something about 
the cducuftoiiu] ipialities which cun 
be created in a small community. 

We started 0111 - school hero 
about five years ago and already 
tlic res tilts are gratifying. Wc huve 
27 students, ranging in age from 
three to 23, pre-school to BA ; in 
addition, eleven adults, mostly 
parents, come to the school for a 
short period every day. 

This, I suppose, is vertical group- 
ing with n vengeance l The period 
every morning deemed to English 
will have, at the same time ami 
in the same classroom, small chil- 
dren doing simple phonic drills 
■while other students nru reading 
their BA textbooks, with a full 
range in between. This is. needless 
to say, u mixed-ability grouping. 

Academically, I think that stand- 
ards are quite high. All the child- 
ren above the age of eight are learn- 
ing five language*: their mother- 
tongue — which U Tolugu— -English, 
Kannada, Sanskrit and Hindi, After 
five years of English they are almost 
bilingual iu Tclogii and English. 

They m*o learning a wide variety 
of mathematical skills (modern and 
traditional) ; they huve completed a 
great deal of experimental work In 
science ; most of them have finished 
four books nf an Environmental 


Studies scricj, which requires plenty 
of field-work. Tliuy produce u great 
dual of creative prose uiul poetry, 
both in Telu^u und in English. 

All the children, boys ami girls, 
Hi'e skilled ut needlework, at paint- . 
ing and at u variety of other crufts, 
ami tliis year, thanks to a kind 
friend who gave us a large (| 11 mi- 
nty or cloth, they have made their 
own rinrhes, shirts, shorts, skirts, 
blouses, etc. The bigger ones have 
also made clothes for the smaller 
ones. We have a putt ci v shed nmi 
most children can throw pots tm 
the wheel, apart from doing a great 
deal of cluy-miidoHing. 

I 11 five years we have hud no 
exams, tests, murks, rewards or 
punishments ; childrcu are free to 
come or nm as they please. We 
have little or no competition, and 
11 groat deal of helping others to 
learn. 

These children would count ns 
deprived in any society. The 
averugc ioi-.il weekly earning* c*f 
the parents range front E7 u week 
to £2 or loss, on which most of them 
biting up families. Many of the 
Children ore underfed, all but o 
few of the puraiii.t are Illiterate, 
and their homes contain no, books, 
W any oF the kind of conversation 
necessary for the acquisition of Nil 
Elnbbi-atad Code. 

Rcriistoin and others seem to sug- 
gest that deprived children ore 
unable to benefit from tut intellec- 
tual education, wXtit its emphasis 011 
abstract concepts, because of iflu* 
home background. Wc do not find 
dial so. Perhaps the unswer is not 
hi the deprived home but iu the 
deprived school.

I can only hope tiiat not all your 
readers have minds as entrenched 
in what Is as Mr Slater and Mr 
Suitors but diat some will be open 
to what could be.

Teacliers 
developed an a pat li.v lo tlte text- 
book orientated hack to basic 
lessons which were regularly tested 
and evaluated. The personalities of 
students uml lenchot-* were con- 
spicuous by rheir absence. 

I quickly I cor tied that some of 
the test results wui’e In doubt as 
luuriiurs wore only really interested 
in showing that they were producing 
good scoring students iu the basic 
skills. The ability of a good 10- 
ycar-old elementary school pupil to 
write u simple story was ix»or when 
compared with ti student of the 
same age and nbility lave] from an 
English primary school. 

Most primary school teachers In 
1 ftriiuin will, 1 am sure, readily agree 
tli av Vnvstc sklWs in reading, nnwbc- 
muiics uml crcuttve writing are 
priori tius fur tAiuir pupils but not to 
the oxclnaitin of the oilier necessary 
parts of the curriculum. Music, 
urt, crufts, physical etluciition, cn- 
viromneU'Uil studies, religious edu- 
cation, games uml swim tiling arc all 
putt of bo ne tic in I education for tlte 
primary soli on I ehNd. 

The buck to busies mnnin in

Tlierc is no doubt that Asian parents 
are anxious in see rheir own culliu-es and 
religions preserved through tlieir 
children. They see them exposed to the 
disturbing influences of modern, ration- 
alistic education, encouraged to challenge 
authority and to question dogma, and 
frequently offered the very worst 
examples of ami-social behaviour by their 
western peers. 

They know that language is the binding 
string of cultural identity, and like the 
Jews and the Poles before them, they 
make tremendous efforts to hold their 
children to their own traditions, their 
own religious and moral values, by' pre- 
serving their own languages. 

They run many varieties of spare- time 
schools, staffed, in the main, by well- 
educated but unpaid volunteers. Some, 
mostly Muslim and Sikh, teach an Indian 
language and religious doctrine ; others 
with a more secular tone teach an 
Indian language with some English or 
maths, and these often open with a brief 
act of Hindu worship. 

Some provide for several hundred 
children, hove waiting lists, and are 
strictlv organized into standards accord- 
ing to ability, through which children 
progress bv means of yearly written 
exam, and if they are diligent leave at J6 
with an impressive certificate, very 
often, these schools reflect the narrow 
formality of the adults’ experience 20, 30 
or 40 years ago in the colonial schools 
of India or East Africa. 

But each has the warmth of a Family 
gathering in a strange land, each is an 
affirmation of its owu community s con- 
tinning vitality, each expresses the 
belief that unless a boy or girl learns 


first to bu ft good member of their own 
community, they are unlikely to learn 
good standurds and morals in a vacuum, 
still less to make a good British citizen 
when they go out into the world. 

These efforts at self-help, however, 
plainly involve disadvantages. They tire 
the younger children, who often add four 
horns extra attendance, besides travelling, 
to u normal school week ; they are costly 
in rent, materials and books, and the devo- 
tion of untrnined teachers. Moreover, pro- 
fessional educationists — if they notice 
such schools at all — are inclined to be 
critical, conscious no doubt that they 
silently reproach what slate schools pro- 
vide. , . 

All in all, after 1 flourishing In some 
coses for a decade or more, they arc 
beginning to be viewed as second best 
arrangements, whose main function would 
be bcttei performed as part of normal 
day-time schooling. 

Here is a difficulty. Hindi, Urdu, Guj- 
ernti and Bengali a) I have some claim to 
be taught, But in all justice, why not 
Polish, Greek or Chinese ? Ten different 
native languages ipay sometimes be 
spoken in the playground of a single state 
school. 


While there are cogent arguments for 
til tor example 


an individual school, with 
many Pakistani Muslims alongside Eng- 
lish pupils, admitting Urdu alongside 
French, and holding two simultaneous 
courses in religious education, It is harder 
to deal even-hniidediy with several ling- 
uistic minorities under one roof. .The 
diversity and intermingling of ethnic min- 
orities makes for complications ; but at 
least it inhibits facile, short-sighted solu- 
tions.'; , 

The true interests of minorities are not 


always Iil-m scrvfil, even in ihu shun run, 
by special I re u mu.* ill, or uvl-ii by positive 
discrimination. There is always n real 
danger in highlighting racial difference ; 
some Asian spokesmen distrust nioilier- 
liMiguu leaching in schouls for this reason. 
Il run Id prove ii social mine field, by 
segregating children uf iiiiiuuiiy group-. 

I nr this purpose, and opening the dour for 
iliuir Yellow pupils i«t stigmatize them as 
inferior. 

in primary schools, inter -racial toler- 
ance often flourishes and gives grounds 
I'm- easy optimism ; but among adolescents 
it is Mill fragile. It is easy 1 u forget how 
older children persecute non-conformity, 
•mil how hard it is in secondary scliouh 
!<• cultivate nun ua I respect mid under- 
standing — often in the teeth of parental 
prejudice — in the rising multi-racial gen- 
trillion. 

Divisions officially imposed along eth- 
nic lines, (or whatever desirable etuis, 
could undo it ail, as well as arousing 
pa re n fa] jealousy mid accusations of pro- 
fereriii.il treatment. These issues must be 
weighed carefully. They are tiot reasons 
for doing nothing, Init for looking the 
risks in the face and proceeding gently. 

There arc practical obstacles too. Find- 
ing tho teachers may well be easier than 
it sounds, because many Asian school- 
teachers, . holding English teaching certi- 
ficates, are scholarly iu their own liter- 
atures ; to reach literature to pupils who 
already speak the vernacular is not 
difficult. 

Oil the mb nr bund, the cost nf imuty 
extra teachers for a minority-tune subject 
would be impossible for tin l.e.a. on to- 
day’s light budgets, und would need lo 
lie financed from centra! government. 
Such cosily Innovation could not be 
charged to the handful of authorities con- 
cerned ; the responsibility is a national 
one. 

The crucial element in the cost, how- 
ever, would be the size of the groups dial 
could he taught together. A start needs 
lo be mude, without arousing either false 
hopes or suspicious hostility, upon 
ascertaining the facts ; the strength oF 
ihe demand for particular languages ill 
particular schools and neighbourhoods, 
and wit ere potential teachers ore to be 
found. 

Meanwhile, it may be that the most 
practical way to begin teaching, in towns 
where the ’sheer variety of languages 
demanded appears baffling, is for authori- 
ties to organize after-school centres them- 
selves, utilising tlieir existing school staff 
and facilities. Where this has been tried, 
English pupils appear to be attracted us 
well. 

While thorough teaching of English lan- 
guage to these children is essential, it is 
certainly nothin itself, sufficient. Even 
the most cost-conscious' politician must 
recognize that educating several hundred 
thousand Asian sell ool children to take 
their place in English society js » task 
quite new and quite different from any- 
thing that state education has tackled 
before. If it is to meet their needs, llie 
task ennnor be adequately performed 
under existing formulae, and serious 
trials of mother- tongue teaching should 
at least be attempted. 

We cannot afford to waste any of our 
resources not the resources of- the 
schools and teachers ; nor the skills and 
potential of the children ; nor the sup: 
port and cooperation of the Asian parents, 
in moral and cultural training. Fears of 
stoking the fires of racial prejudice, if 
carried too far, can become as stultifying 
as the prejudice itself, an excuse for com- 
placency or even cowardice. It is time to 


stop despairing about the difficulties of 
iilti-r 


multi-racial education, and start seeking 
solutions.

As individuals they were warm, respon- 
sive and alert ; as a group, ’eclgy, dispu- 
tatious and formidably bright. Sometimes 
they missed a point through lack of- back- 
ground knowledge; more often they 
homed' in, with the sympathetic anxiety 
of professional people, on the weaknesses 
or potential weaknesses nf bur system. 
Though they did not parade their origins, 
their remarks were often given force by 
the fact that many were blacks or Puerto 
Ricans.

Arnold Webb told me that “ the relaxed 
relationship between students and tea- 
chers, not In the sense of lack of disci p- 
line, hut in the way that they me com- 
fortable with one another ”, was one of 
tlie tilings he would most like to import 
into his own city. 

In this, then, the American visitors 
responded in a way that invited us to re- 
examine pur own stereotypes of Inner cltv 
secondaries. But It was clear from the 
ftrst moments at Washwood Heath that in 
other respects the Americans were pro- 
foundly surprised at our way of carrying 
on. 

George Hunt, head of Washwood Heath, 
hrought several of these right out into 
•the open. “No", he volunteered, “we 
are not a democratic institution." He 
did his best tn inform himself of the 
feelings of his staff, had a formal mecha- 
nism for consulting them, hut in the end 
the responsibility lay with the head. And 
the governing body,, he said, had little pr 
■ np Impact o»i . tlve; curriculum. ('Blrmlng- 
haw has a‘ system, now Welrig reformed’ 
by, Which -a single governing body may 
cover a large number of schools in a 
rather distant manner.) 

Another surprise was the attitude to 
parents. The best way to regard them, 
said the head, was as clients for whom 
the school provided a service. But there 
was a general view among teachers iliut 
parents were “ the producers o£ our raw 
material, expected to support but not to 
challenge, and above all not to go Into the- 
classrooms 11 . Thirty American mouths 
dropped open simultaneously.. 

At once three new Items became cen- 
tral to the visitors 1 discussions : the auto- 
noiny of heads; the relationship between 
the individual school and anv city-wide 
at national policy, u,nd the* part that 
parents might play— particularly In multi- 
ethnic schools — In sliuping the content 
of education. 


“From wlwf we have seen here, 
which is very limited, (there 
seems to be at least some basis 
for comparison between where 
London and Birmingham are 
right now over race relations 
in schools, and where we were 
IS years ago.

The New York Urban Coalition was 
responsible for assembling the party of 
visitors to Britain. Don Ullioit, the coali- 
tion’s cli airman, and Arthur Barnes, its 
president, gave an account of the origins 
and work of their organization. Was it, I 
wondered, any kind of model for the 
British inner city ? 

The coalition, they said, was born of 
the 'violence and burnings of the Sixties. 
These compelled the leaders of New 
York’s big corporations to realize that 
thev must act for greater social equity— 
from self-interest if nothing else. On a 
budget of several million dollars tiiey got 
together with trades unionists and com- 
munity leaders to stimulate self-help pro- 
juris and institutional change. 

“ This isn’t something you do because 
you warn to, it's something [you do 'because 
vmi have to. if you are taking the long 
view ? said Don Elliott. He thought it 
had been highly inMruchve for rho 
leaders ti such disparate interest groups 


to gather round the same inblo, und find 
(hat the others wore just as clever as 
they were, just as dedicated, just as mixed 
in (heir motives— and they could like one 
another. , . , . 

“We try to got the minorities to get 
themselves together ”, said Arthur Barnes. 
”We try to empower the disiulvantuged 
citizens of our community.” (Ar present 
almosL 65 per cent of tlie public school 
population of New York is black or Puerto 
Rican.) 

Latterly the budget hn$ shrunk — * f After 
all 11 said Arthur Barnes, “ we haven’t had 
a riot in 1ft years.’ 1 Rather than fund indi- 
vidual programmes, the coalition- now 
tries to work us a catalyst, sometimes 
providing but frequently brokering ’* or 
finding from elsewhere technical assist- 
ance iot community-based projects. 

The most impressive programmes — t 
have s^en some of them in Now York City 
-t-ure In housing ; in education, where the 
coalition has been fostering small-scale 


organization within existing schools; and, 
recently, in crime prevention. ■ 

In a current project, huge neighbour- 
hood meetings were held in rhreu pre- 
cincts in Harlem, the part of the city with 
the highest sneer crime record. Siiice 
then, some of the toughest youngsters 
have been acting as escorts for the elderly, 
running; siroet patrols and- generally 
taking die neighbourhood in hand. 

Despite the scepticism of tlie police and 
tlie mayor’s office— ” everyone thought 
we worts pliiiii crazy” — street crime in 
rhose three precincts has dropped by 24 
!H}i- ceiii in IS months. ‘ f We saw said 
Arthur Baines, “ that if we concentrated 
now we would have Something for later 
on, a foundation on which to build.”

Discovery for the reluctant 


Let’s Look 

Eight booklets fur pupils wtrn 
reading difficulties 
Cliff Edwards. 

Wheaton and Cu, Hun nock Road, 
Exeter.

The aim of these booklets is to 
reproduce factual and detailed 
material about a variety of subjects 
for children whose reading ages are 
between seven and nine. Mr 
Edwards recognizes that remedial 
children can benefit as much as 
fluent readers from ihe " discovery ” 
type of teaching in which the book- 
lets would he used best. 


The dearth of good, factual books 
written for the remedial child has 
meant teachers having either to 
prepare notes ill uni selves, or refer 
the child tu infant honks. This 
scries dnt-> tmr take tou much 
preparation lime ami is not over- 
simplified. Thu witty, colloquial 
language helps to explain the 
intricate* details uf the excellent 
variety of subjects from natural and 
historical to supernatural life. 

The three puges of reading in 
each block, a considerable amount 
for remedial leaders to understand 
at the seven-year-old stage, is diffi- 
cult, es'peci al ly si »ce comprehen- 
sion usually fags behind reading 
age. Ihe hook lets would be more 
suitable for children aged eight or 
nine. 

The text is followed by two. pages 
of questions mischievously called 
« Take a Break ", for Mr Edwards 
obviously believes that a change is 
as goad" as a rust. The remedial 
child, having struggled laboriously 


through Ills three pages of rending 
may not be so amused. 

From the variety of the questions 
and assignments set, such as “ What 
was mud like in tho trenches ? ” 
or “Can you write a short play say 
ing what die men said before they 
went over the top in the Battle of 
the Somme?”, it is clear that dif- 
ferent abilities tuid Interests have 
been taken into account, but could 
one seriously expect u remedial rea 
dec to write a play ? 

Teachers must he selective in die 
question sections. Unfortunately for 
teachers of poorly motivated chil- 
dren there are tor too many ques- 
tions which begin “ Can you. find 
out . . . P” Their natural tendency 
will be to move on to die next task 
assuming diat they can find the cor- 
rect reference place in the text, for

Caring for the roots

The Department of Education and 
Science has incficnicd rhai il sees 
Uic polytechnics as the snearlicnn 
of public sector higher education. 
Meanwhile the polytechnics, io com- 
mon with i he rest of education, are 
feeling the effects of Government 
cut- back. 

The significance now of questions 
ubouc the way forward Is empha- 
sized by tlie fact that before Iona 
the shortfall in student numbers will 
I lit polytechnic undergraduate cour- 
ses. Mhl-cnreor up- daring and re- 
fresher courses for those In industry 
nivd conuricvce have increasingly be- 
co mo the provinca of commercial 
undertakings. Very recently, the 
senate of the Open University voted 
overwhelmingly in favour or enter- 
ing the field of continuing educa- 
tion. 

What then is the role of the poly- 
technics in I'L-sjiecr of scEiooJ- 
1 cavers, those already in employ- 
ment, the immediate locality and 
the larger world ? If the polytech- 
nics were to be ndmitiistrarivcly 
separated from the further educa- 
tion sector rite importance of defin- 
ing their role, as against that of 
the universities, would be accen- 
tuated. 

Dr Colin Adamson has remarked 
thar the phrase “ nl tern a tive-u diver- 
sity structure” used by UNESCO is 
perfectly explicit.

Certainly they have had an impor- 
tant function in the development ai

This cuts 
off the pot eii tlnJ supply of research 
Students, unless perscnuil motivation 
is very strong.

What progress have polytechnics 
made wit.li CAtublisIdng appropriate 
professional uctlvlty for staff? Most 
progress bus been made in research, 
nl rhu ugh with the difference that 
there has been an emphasis on 
applied research in association with 
industry and depending upon rhe 
direct involvement of staff rather 
than research students. 


Without liL-ciyiug the imelleciual 
C fl'mi. the easiest course U to 
develop re search : it is the tradi- 
tional activity in higher education, 
there are established means nf fin- 
uncial support, it can be dune with- 
in the walls id the Irisi'u minus at 
one's own speed, and il docs not 
involve complication-, concerning 
cun dit inn-, uf (.-inplnyiitem. 

TVieieishy nu monos too much 
of ii within die poly tec links, hut 
there is an urgent need to solve the 
problani.s concerning the participa- 
tion of .sinftf more directly within 
the general activities uf industry 
and the professions. A now ana 
higher level of such participation 
is in- cess tiry liy meaning fid second- 
ments, pun-lime engagements, and 
other joim projects. 

The problems are real an the 
i ltd us trill I mid on the polytechnic 
side uud, therefore, there is 
especial pleasure when schemes 
such us mil* Wave Power Project 
at 1.U nc hextui' are successfully 
mounted. Under contract with Lite 
Depurtmeiu uf Energy Lanchesrer 
Polytechnic and an industrial firm 
ore ciitipcriuing to support nu engin- 
eering project bused at rile poly- 
technic. 

Thu team consists of 12 full- 
time members, some nf whom arc 
seconded from normal duties and 
some especially appointed, uud 
o tlier members uf the polytechnic 
participate. Ii is not confused Of 
distracted from its primary engin- 
eering goals by resist rattans for 
higher degrees, but is imbued with 
the urgency of the task, ft is the 
job that matters.

Students from all parts of rite coun- 
try have once again been attracted 
by the applied, aspects of Hudders- 
field Polytechnic's BSc degree in 
geography, which is now in its 
second year 1 of operation.

In' this wuy it is pos- — — 
siblo to acquire a consideruhlo q unification 
depth of knowledge, while allowing 
for a wide exposure to Uiffcreut 
techniques of teaching and learning 
in the studio and the laboraimy. 

It would be premature to offer 
a verdict after only one year, but 
the facts so far speak for i Item- 
selves. No student withdrew from 
tho course last session, and all but 
one successfully progressed into the 
second year. As n self-standing 
course the cluss was not fragmented 
or overwhelmed by other students, 
as on multiple choice degrees.
